There are somo preparations of sul­ 
phur sold under the names of Atomic 
sulphur, Miller sulphur, soluble sulphur, 
etc., which are highjy recommended for 
this work and which would probably be 
worthy a trial; howeyor, they have not 
been so thoroughly tested out as the 
lime-sulphur, spray and I would recom­ 
mend ^hat they' be used with caution 
until further use has demonstrated their 
efficiency, in which case a slight saving 
could usually be obtained 
by using 
them.

So early in the season the liquid 
spray would probably bo more efficient 
in the control of. the mites than a dust- 
.ing of tho trees with dry sulphur, as 
warm weather is required to liberate 
tho fumes, df,'dry sulphur and make Jt 
effective in mite control. Treatmentin 
November also is perhaps as helpful as 
at any season, as hatching is then '6vor 
for the year. 


In tho cuse of other mites which work 
on almond trees; pear trees, many of 
the stone fruits, beans, hollyhocks, and 
many trees and plants to a greater or 
less degroo, I should recommend 'exact­ 
ly tho same treatment^ 
Dp not wait 
until they become very numerous and 
aTe injuring the treeB before giving 
treatment. As soon as the first ones 
appear, give them somo form of sulphur 
and you are much more likely to pre­ 
vent plant injury and consequent an­ 
noyance and loss.

MONDAYS MUNICIPAL ELECTION 


(By J. L. 


There are six candidates for three 
places on the board of trustees of the 
city of Covina. These vacancies will 
be filled by three men at the election 
on Monday of next week. 


The people should thoroughly under­ 
stand that the choosing of these three 
men is not a matter of personal likes 
and dislikes. It should not be a ques­ 
tion as to who may be the most popu­ 
lar, but a question of which men are 
the most able to serve the city during 
the neat four years, which by the way 
will be four 
years of 
constructive 
work, and probably the most progres- 
»ive and prosperous in the history of 
this little city. 


It can be, and should be, assumed 
that the six men who are running for 
these three offices are all good men— 
men morally upright, and all honestly 
interested in the growth and prosperity 
of the city. The question is the ques­ 
tion of selection. What men among the 
six arc most fitted from business ex­ 
perience to occupy, these placest 


I want to call to your mind 
with 
serious emphasis that the voters of the 
city of Covina have just 
authorized 
the issuance of $105,000 rn bonds for 
the purpose of building an entirely 
new municipal water system. This bond 
issue is the largest that the city has 
ever voted. The coming year will be 
one in which the city trustees will be 
obliged to give the closest application 
to the business of the city. They will 
nerve without pay. The office will not 
be a sinecure during this next year and 
the four years to come, because these 
men ma»t supervise every portion of 
the building of this now system, in or- 
-der that it may be built to the satisfac­ 
tion of all the voters in the city alike. 
It is not a question confined to tax­ 
payers—it is a question for all water- 
users to consider, which means every 
inhabitant of the city. 


It is my belief, and the belief of a 
large number of the leading citizens of 
the city, that the two men who arc up 
for 
re-election 
should • bo returned. 
They are Mayor Charles 8. Beardsley 
and 
Walter P. Watts. 
With 
them 
should be elected William Hoogendyk, 
manager of one of the large packing 
houses of the valley, and a man of 
thoroughly established business-ability. 


Mr.. Beardsley and Mr. Watts, have 
been working for the past two years 
on all the detuih of the proposed muni­ 
cipal water plant. They $ro minutely 
acquainted with, all the plana for this 
systom. They are pledged to build an 
entirely new plant 
with the money 
•which the people have voted. Both Mr. 
Boardsley and Mr. Watts are men who 
have long ago established their busi­ 
ness ability. They ure willing to give 
the timo to the city affairs that other 
men could not afford to give, and with 
their timo they will give their experi-

ence and business sagacity, 
acquired 
through a lifetime of successful private 
business. 


Mr. Beardsley and Mr. Watts have 
been serving on the city board in har­ 
mony 
with the two otKer 
members 
whose terms run for another two years 
—Mr. J. N. Wilson and Mr. Louis Har­ 
ris. These four men have been instru­ 
mental in securing for the people the 
assurance that a new water system will 
be built. In electing Mr. Beardriey 
and Mr. Watts, the voter is assured of 
harmony on the city board. I t will 
mean constructive work, not obstruc­ 
tion. It will mean boosting, not knock­ 
ing;-it will mean sane business princi­ 
ples and not jealous bickerings and 
petty politics. With these two men we 
have the assurance that William Hoog­ 
endyk will work in accord. I t is a busi­ 
ness matter, and should be looked upon 
in that way, and in no other way. 


With, the 'election of Mr. Beardsley, 
Mr. Watts and Mr. Hoogendyk, should 
also be elected Malvin G- Sigstad as 
city clerk, to succeed Daily 8. Stafford, 
the present encumbent, who is also a 
candidate.

The candidates for the position of 
city treasurer, Dr. J. D, Becd, and the 
present 
encumbent, Max Leouhardt, 
are both well known and. highly res­ 
pected in the community. I t is more a 
matter of personal -popularity in this 
case, inasmuch as the two candidates 
bavc 
agreed 
that 
whichever 'one is 
elected, the funds of the city will be 
divided between the two local banks. 


As a last word, I want to appeal to 
the good sense and business sagacity 
of the people of the city in the mntter 
of choosing the positions for city trus­ 
tees and for city clerk. There is much 
money to be spent this year and the 
four years to follow. Study the candi­ 
dates thoroughly, and vote for the busi­ 
ness interests of the city. I believe 
that if the voter will study the situa­ 
tion closely, he will .decide to return 
Mr.' Beardsley and Mr. Watts to the 
positions they now occupy on the board, 
and that they will choose Mr. Hoogen­ 
dyk to occupy the position with them. 
This will make a strong board for the 
administration of the municipal water 
system. In the interests of practical, 
conservative, 
sane government, 
with 
petty politics eliminated, I urge the 
voters to consider favorably these men 
I have mentioned.

TOWER OF SKULLS. 


A Lsgaoy Left by the Turks to the 
ftsrvian City of Nish. 


There have been many tragic epi­ 
sodes in the history of Nish, In Servia. 
In the fifteenth century the Turks cap­ 
tured the city, and for 900 years it re­ 
mained in their possession, although 
there were brief periods when the 
Austrlans held it. Then, in 1809, the 
Servians, who had recovered most of 
their country from the Turks, besieged 
Nish, but were defeated- with great 
loss. The Turks to celebrate their Vic­ 
tory erected a rough tower composed 
alternately of lumps of rock and skulls 
of Servians cemented together. 


It Is related that there were original­ 
ly 1,200 skulls In the tower of Nish. 


For a long period it was the habit of 
travelers to Nish to carry off a skull as 
a souvenir, and this reduced their num­ 
bers. But in the Russo-Turkish war 
the Servian nrmy, under the command 
of King Milan, besieged Nish, and the 
fortress fell on Jan. -10, 1878. 


The remaining skulls were then rev­ 
erently burled by the Servian troops 
except one, which was too deeply im­ 
bedded In the plaster to be extracted. 
The so called "tower of skulls"'is now 
only about four feet in height, and 
only one skull can be seen to remind 
the. traveler of its gloomy history.— 
London Answers.. 


.Aaron Burr's Qrava. 


Aaron Burr died at Port Richmond, 
Staten Island, Sept. l i t 1886. 
His re­ 
mains were conveyed to Princeton, 
N. J„ where, according to his request, 
he was Interred at the feet of his fa­ 
ther and grandfather. 
Both his father 
and grandfather were presidents of 
rrinceton college. 


For nearly two years the Bpot where 
he lay was unmarked, when one morn-, 
ing it was discovered that a small, 
very substantial and not Inexpensive 
monument of granite; and marble had 
been placed during the night over his 
remains. 
No one in the town saw the 
monument erected or knew anything 
whatever respecting i t There was no 
stonecutter in the vicinity capable of 
executing the work. 
The stone bears 
the Inscription: "Aaron Burr. 
Born 
Feb. 6, 1750. Died Sept. 14, 1886." 


Armenian History. 


The history of the later years of the 
Armenian kingdom is bound up in the 
history of Am. 
The stronghold city 
became the capital of the Bagratid 
kings of Armenia in 001. The Byzan­ 
tine emperor captured it in 1040, and 
it was then a hive of many scores of 
thousands, a wealthy city and an in­ 
viting one. 
The Seljuk Turks carried 
fire and sword throughout Its confines 
eighteen 
years 
later. The warlike 
Georgians took it five times between 
1126 and 1209. 
Tbo Mongols overran 
it in 1230, and an earthquake in 1310 
completed the work of ruin. The great 
cathedral, the most perfect survival, 
was founded In 1010, ^ust a t the begin­ 
ning of the city's long chain of misfor­ 
tunes.

ROOSEVELT. 


Collier's Weekly: If ever the phrase "logical candidate" were 
justified it is applicable to Roosevelt. The issues in the coming cam­ 
paign are going to be.our national relations, including Mexico; pre­ 
paredness; the economic'questions arising out of the conclusions of 
thjj war. On those issues the one leader who has been outspoken is 
Svtyosevelt. He expressed disagreement with President Wilson's 
Mexican policy from the beginning. Since the first week of the 
European war Roosevelt has been whole-hearted and continuous ,in 
-, opposition to the policy of the Democratic administration. In the 
i>6ginning this opposition of Roosevelt'6 was unpopular and the 
Resident's course w^s popular. Such a sentiment for preparedness 
as'we now have anfl such dissent from our foreign policy as we now 
have has been created almost wholly through Roosevelt's leadership. 
The country has measurably come around to his poir\t of view. For 
whatever portion of the electorate dislikes President Wilson's ad­ 
ministration and wants to vote against it, Roosevelt is the logical 
candidate. 


Whether Roosevelt will be nominated by the Republicans or not 
depends upon whether the same loaders who defeated him in 1912 
\ are willing to accept him now. The present feeling of those leaders 
can probably be expressed with fair accuracy in the following sen­ 
tences: They would like to nominate an old-fashioned standpatter, 
preferably Root, and they would nominate Root if they thought he 
could be elected. But they realize that no man can be elected unless 
he can carry, in addition to, the regular Republican vote, the bulk of 
the Progressive party vote; and they know Root cannot do this. 
These national leaders know, of course, that Roosevelt would surely 
carry the great bulk of the Progressive vote. Since they cannot have 


t the man they would like, they will probably look upon the question 
quite cold-bloodedly and name, as between Roosevelt and Hughes, 
the man more likely to carry the masses.

Richardson 
and Stevens of the Pro­ 
gress, have issued a statemeat, which 
says: 


After weeks of consideration, the Po­ 
mona Progress and the Pomona Daily 
Review proprietors have agreed to con­ 
solidate their newspaper interests. The 
joining of tho newspaper plaats took 
place April 1st. 
Hereafter the union 
paper will be kaown as the Pomona 
Progress and Pomona 
Daily 
Review. 
The paper will, be'issued from the Pro­ 
gress otlice and the Roviow plant will 
be closed. Part of the Review printing 
outfit will be taken to the Prograss of­ 
fice and tho rest will be sold. 


Thore are a hpst of reasons for con­ 
solidation of the two Pomona evening 
papers. Wo have listened to the besj 
business men of the city in preparing 
for this step. 


We have realized for a long time 
that it would be far better for Pomona 
to have oae strong ovoniag newspaper 
than two papers of lessor potency. The 
operating expenses will be cut in two, 
aad the efficiency doubled. 
This will 
give tho union paper financial resources 
that will enable the owners to put out 
a journal that will be an honor and a 
blessing to Pomona valley. 


In other cities where 
consolidation 
of newspapers has been made, the re­ 
sults have been of decided benefit 
to 
tho communities in which they are pub­ 
lished, They will be the same. ia Po­ 
mona. 


The union of the Progress and the 
Review will 
effect 
a 
circulation 
of 
about 
oOOO copies u night. There tire 
not L'OO homos in,the vicinity that do 
not take one of the evening papers of" 
Pomona. 


The ownership and management 
of 
the Progress will remain the same. Mr. 
Tinsley, who has been the head of the 
Review for long years, will become one 
of the Progress editors. 
It will be a 
returning to his first love for him. He 
was publisher and editor of the Prog­ 
ress in his earlier years in Pomona, 
and now he returns to his old desk in 
the Progress office.

KING Of URBAN TREES. ~ 


Qualities That Adopt the Elm to Ar«' 
chltecturai Surroundings. 


The elm is essentially a self sufficient 
tree. It does not thrive In groves. 
It 
bus a standard type of its own, and it 
either attains this type or is lost to 
view. 
The elm which comes to ma­ 
turity is usually the one which baa 
lodged in a favored spot where there 
is no competition, such as a river 
meadow, where the spring 
freshets 
bare dropped the seed on fertile soil 
and the roots can get down to water. 


We all know the type, tbfc noble trunk 
of massive, girth tapering very grad­ 
ually upward to the 'first spring of 
branches and then dissolvingJnto those 
branches as a water jet n^ght dissolve 
In 
many 
upward and out curving 
streams till the whole is. lost in the 
spray of t$e foliage. 
Like'many other 
trees that grow alone, It develops an 
exquisite symmetry. But with the elm 
this symmetry is not'only one of gen­ 
eral contour, but'of individual limbs. 
Not only is the silhouette symmetrical, 
but the. skeleton also, branch balanc 
tag branch. . 
• 


That is what gives it Its remarkable 
fitness to comport with architectural 
lines, with geometrically designed vis­ 
tas. 
It has a formal structure and a 
consequent dignity which make It the 
logical shade for a village street, a 
chapel, a library, the scholarly proces­ 
sion In cap and gown. Add to that dig­ 
nity its arched and airy UgtStness and 
its splendid size and you have the king 
of urban trees.—Walter Pric'hard Ea­ 
ton in Century.

of chloroform and half an ounce of 
ether. 
Cork tightly and keep away 
from the face, says the 
Scientific 
American. 
Dissolve a bar of naphtha 
soap in three gallons of hot water, add 
half a teaspoonful 
each of 
baking 
soda, salt and alum and three table- 
spoonfuls of the ammonia-chloroform- 
ether mixture. 


To clean oriental or other rugs to 
their original, brightness make a lather 
and dip a. scrub brush in i t shaking 
out superfluous water.

Man'y Millions of Years; , 


The earth's form" Is that which its 
rotarJou period demands, Undoubtedly 
if the period has changed the form has 
changed. 
Given a little i time, solids 
under great pressure flow quite read­ 
ily into new forms. 


Now, any great slowing down of the 
earth's rotation period within' geologi­ 
cal times would be expected to show 
in the surface features. 
The strain 
should have wrinkled, so to speak, in 
the equatorial regions- and stretched 
In''the 
polar 
regions if the earth 
changed from a spheroid that w ^ con­ 
siderably flatter than it uowals ft> its 
present form'. 
MountAms;^eyid«n«e 
of the! folding of tile' 'tff&k";strata, 
shouldi exist in profusion in 
1 the torrid 
tone arid be scarce' In or absent from 
the hlgfier latitudes of the earth. 


Such Differential effects do not>exlst 
and it seems to follow that changes in 
the earth's rotation period and In Its 
fcrm cduld have been only alight While 
the stratification of our rocks wus in, 
progresL Geologists estimate from the* 
deposition of denudation and sedimen­ 
tation that the formation of the "rock 
strata his consumed from 60,000,000 
to 100,006,000 years. 


If the earth had substantially Its 
present form 86,000,000 years ago we 
are safe in saying that the period of 
time.represented In the building up of 
the earth from a small nucleus to its 
present dimensions has been vastly 
longer, probably reckoned in the thou­ 
sands o f millions of years.—W. W. 
Campbell In Scientific Monthly.
